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TV^hlnctoB, Jane 14.— Henry O. 
HaTcmcyer, president of the American 
Bugar Refining company, was exam- 
ined by tbe Industrial commission In 
oonnecUoB with Its lOTMtifatlon of 
tnisti. 

His testimony related almost' wholly 

to the sugar Industry and lie opened 
with a vigorous attacit upon the cus- 
toms tariff which he declared was the 
"mother of all trustSr" bscmniog such 
by proTklHiK "an inordlnats protection 
to manufactured articlps." This at- 
tack was made in a written statement 
which the witness had prepared before 
making his appearance before the 
eomlttee and which hp read In a 
rlnctnc voice. 

Continuing his statement, he assert* 
ed that a tariff of 10 per cent, wa.s as 
high as aay tariff should be. He con- 
tended that sugar is discriminated 
against In the tariff In the Interest off 
Louisiana cane growers, the beet sugar 
makers and the sugar growers of the 
Hawaiian islands. To these Interests 
he contended the United States con- 
tribute 124.000.000. which was taken 
oat of the pockets of the people. 

Tiie protection on sugar amounted 
to only one-eighth of a cent a pound 
or about three and one-half per cent, 
advalorem. It ought to be twice as 
Ducb. "What the sugar rellning bus- 
iness has paid or is paying is noth- 
ing more than adequate return on the 
capital invested." 

What congress should have done 
was to have put an Intntisl revenue 
tax on the Anarleaa production of su- 
gar. Th« representations made in e3n- 
gress concerning the trust, he declar- 
ed, were untrue, and if it was a fact 
that the people suffered from trusts 
tbey must- biun* the prot^tlve tariff 
■ystem of which the trusts were mere- 
ly the machinery. 

No advantage had ever been taken 
by bis company of the protective sys- 
tem beyond t)ie one-eighth of a cent 
given. H« admitted freely that the 
company did all possible to advance 
Its own business interests. Hp did not 
think the corporations were under ob- 
ligations to the differhnt states, but 
that the reverse was true. 

"Capital and labor," he sUted 
"would all adjust themselves If let 
alone. The only way to prevent com 
petltioo, Mr. Havemeyer testified, was 
to keep prices ait a minimum^ not nec- 
essarily ih the interest of the consum 
er, but as a matter of business. He 
referred to the trust laws of some of 
the states as a premium on dishones'y 
0 and specifying the Missouri law. There 
wsce always two classes of peo|)le la 
the community, the industrious and 
those who wanted to live off them. 

Replying to the questions by Profes 
Bor Jenks after he had concluded the 
rseidlng of his paper, Hr. Uaven»e)r«r 
iUd th« Amnrtean company was capl 
tallsed for much less than' It was 
worth. "But for the clamor sgalnst 
trusts," be said, "it could be sold for 
three times its capitalization. Yet he 
tboogbt tbo reflnerite could be dopll 
, eated for 180,000,000 or 140.030,000. The 
present capacity of the trust," he said, 
was 46,000 barrels a day and the out- 

Sot 30,000. He thought the trust was 
iflning about 90 per cent, of tka 
refined in the United States. 

The witness q^ke very freely of the 
methods of the company in prsssrvlng 
and extending its business. 

Of the earlier history of the enter- 
yrlse he eald it did not fight tb« Hftr- 
rlsMi reflaery at Philadelphia.' "But 
we had to fight Sprerkels when he 
came into the field with bis enormous 
plant. We had to do that or suspend 
our dlvldsnda. We went into the fight 
•ad wa iMpt it up until we got the re- 
'flaery." The little drop in the price of 
sugar had been caused by the starting 
of the new n fineries which had threat- 
ened to take 50 p^r cent, of the busi- 
ness. "It was a part of our policy to 
put prices down snd let the opposition 
take the result whatever it may be. 
Every sale made by the ojipositton dis- 
places so much of the .American com- 
pany's product," he said. "We must 
protect our o^n buslaess." 

Mr. Havemeyer ' then •srest on to say 
that what the company did It did not 
do for motives of philanthropy, that it 
bad its own shareholders to protect. 
"Anybody esu tmy our stock," he con- 
tinued, "and as a consequence ike pub- 
lic owns the stock. Rut T doubt wheth- 
er any one would want any of the stock 
of the Independent refineries."

It is thought all are 
now accounted for unless ihe storm 
has been more disastrous in the coun 
try tban-now anticipated. Not a sin- 
gle bonding In the town la left whole 

Blair, Neb.. June 14.— One of the 
worst storms that ever vlalted this 
section of the state dropped down 

upon the little town of Herman, lo 
cated ten miles north of here. 

For some two hours before the storm 
took a disastrous form the clouds were 
of a threatening color and the air was 
hot and sultry. At 6 p. m. the storm 
seemed more threatening and the peo- 
ple were on their guard. 

At 6:16 It was observed that the 
wind was blowing from the northwest 
and from the southwest, and with In- 
creasing violence. 

At 6:30 it took the funnel-shapf^d 
appearance and bore down upon the 
town. The first damage done was 
about four miles west of Herman at 
the Hawkins farnL Mr. Hawkins is 
dead and his barns and outbuildings 
are in a mass of ruins. In the village 
of Herman but few buildings were left 
standing. The business .portlOB and 
the residences were plied np In a heap. 

That any escaped Is miraculous. 

The bank owned and operated by 
Representative J. H. Chambers is a 
mass of ruins. It was a aubstantial 
brick. His homo, an elegant frame, 
escaped. 

Near the depot is a pile of rubbish 
containing everything from a pair of 
boots to- dead and wounded horses, cat- 
tle, etc.

W. S. Richards, postmaster, 
Herman; A. B. Hopkins, Herman: .Mrs.

Many messages 
have been received offering financial 
assistance. The total amount thus far 
offered is about $2,600.

Namrroas Fanaral. 

New Richmond, Wla., June 14.— All 
the morning funerals were passing 
through the town. There was but one 
street paasable and thia waa a narrow, 

muddy thoroughfare between the ruins 
of buildings. Frequently there was a 
blockade as a funeral going east and 
one going In the opposite direction 
would meet. There w«re no hearses 
and the dead were carried to their 
graves in grocery wagons. During the 
early part o^the mornning there was 
lack of men to dig gravea. No more 
bodies had been reeovarad op to noon.

As they were being formed Into com- 
panies the Insurgents commenced to 
fire vf)lleys from the bamboo jungles 
800 yards away. The regiments form- 
ed into line rapidly and coolly, though 
under flre^ and cheering rushed to the 
woods drlTtag tha taamy a mlla away, 
the Filipinos disputing every foot 
tne Fourteenth encamped across the 
river, the mt'n caring for many of 
the wounded Filipinos. Many prison- - 
ers were captarad. The majority of 
tha Filipinos wore red uniforms.

Denver, Col., -une 14. — The 8,000 em 
ployes of th*" frii.st Rinelters in Denver, 
Pueblo and LeadvlUe walked out at 
noon after haTtng asttofiilshcd the 
Urea in the big furnaces and pat vt- 
erything in perfect order for a seaabd 
of idlenefis. 

Within 48 hours, it Is predicted, most 
of the mines In Leadville, Aspen, 
CreedOb Ouray, and the other mining 
camps of the state, with the exception 
of Cripple Creek, will be closed, throw- 
ing thousands of miners out of employ- 
ment. The low grade metalif' n us 
mines of San Jnan county already bave 
been forced to eeaae operations by the 
strike at the Durango smelter. All 
shipments of ore and fuel to the smplt- 
ers have been ordered stopped. As a 
result many coal mines are preparing 
to reduce their production and some 
will close. Almost every tnduatry in 
the state will be affected.
